WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (UP) 
~The United States today ac- 
cused Red China of holding the 
“threat of war’ over the current 
Geneva talks by refusing to re- 
nounce use of force in the For- 
mosa area. 

The United States also de- 
manded that the Red Chinese 
release the Americans it still 
is holding despite a promise last 
Septemiber that all Americans 
in Red China would be free to | 
return home. It said 13 Ameri- 
cans still were in Communist 
hands and that only six of the 
19 involved in the negotiations 
had been released. 

The American statement was 
made in response to Red China’s 
charge earlier this week that 
the United States was dragging 
out the American-Red Chinese 
diplomatic talks at Geneva. 

The United States, in a spe- 
cial report on the Geneva talks, 
said Red China had issued ‘“‘mis- 


leading” statements which re- 
quire that the “record be set 
straight.” 


Proposal by U.S. 

The United States at Geneva 
proposed that both countries 
renounce the use of force to 
settle disputes without preju- 
dice to the right of individual | 
and collective self-defense 
against armed attacks. This pro- | 
posal was made “in order that 
the discussions might take place 
free from the threat of war.” 

Red China so far has said it 
agrees to the principle of 
renouncing force, but the 
agreement is of no value be- 
cause China refuses to apply 
it specifically to the Formosa 
area, the statement said. 

The United States noted that 
it is pledged to defend Formosa 
under a mutual defense treaty. 
It said it also has other “rights 
and responsibilities.” 


“The Communist refusal to. 


state that the renunciation of 
force is without prejudice to 
the right of self-defense against | 
armed attack,” the United 
States said, “can only be in- 
terpreted as an attempt to in- 
duce the United States to agree 
that if attacked it will forego 
the right to defend its lawful 
presence in this area.” 
U. S. Interpretation. 

The United States said no 
country could be expected to 
forego the “right” to join in 
individual and collective self- 
Cofense pacts with other na- 


tions, including Nationalist | 


China (Formosa). 


“In short,” the State Depart- | 
ment statement said, “the Coni- | 


riunists so far seem willing to 
renounce force only 
ave first conceded the goals for 
which they would use force.” 

For its part, the United 
States said it will “persist in 
the way of peace.” 

“We shall also seek with 


perseverance a meaningful re-| 


nunciation of force, particularly 
in the Taiwan (Formosa) area,” 
the statement said. 

The United States categor- 
ically rejected Peiping’s claims 
that the United States was 
occupying Formosa or that 
Formosa has ever been a part 
of Communist China. The 
United States recognized, how- 
ever, that the Formosa issue is 


“a major dispute” between the) 


two countries.”

PARIS, Jan. 21 (AP)—Eight- 
year-old Minou Drouet is now 
a full-fledged member of the 
French Society of Authors, 


| Composers and Music Publish- 


ers. To meet a challenge of her 
ability as a poet, she sat down 
yesterday in the office of the 


| society’s president and wrote a 


38-line poem in free verse. 
The French literary world is 
divided about her. There are 
those who consider Minou a 
genius. Others have said her 
stepmother writes her poems, 
and Minou memorizes them. 
Her partisans won a point in 
yesterday's demonstration. She 
was asked to write a poem on 
one of two subjects. This exam- 
ination is required of authors 
who want the society's aid in 
collecting royalties. She chose 
“The Paris Sky” and in half 
an hour wrote a poem conclud- 


‘ing, in a free translation:

SPARKMAN SAYS

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP) 
— Senator Sparkman ‘Dem.), 
Alabama, said today the Eisen- 
hower Administration has 
“bluffed and blustered” without 
“liberating a single nation from 
the Communists or even hold- 
ing the containment line.” 

Sparkman, a member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, spoke in an interview in 
the wake of Democratic calls in 
the Senate for a full review of | 
the Administration’s foreign 
policy. 

Sparkman said the best an- 
swer to those who praise the 
Administration’s foreign policy 
“is what happened in. Indo- 
china.” 

“This Administration said it 
would not stand idly by and | 


see any part of Indochina lost 
to the Communists and im- 
plied, at least, it would use 
atomic weapons to prevent it,” 
he said. 

When the Communists 
moved in, we made no move,” 
he added. 

President Invites George. 

With foreign policy moving 
deeper into political controver- 
say, President Eisenhower in- 
vited Senator George (Dem.), 
Georgia, chairman of the For- 
eign Relations’ Committee, to 
the White House Monday for a 
conference viewed on Capitol 
Hill as an effort toward a re- 
newal of a bipartisan approach 
to major foreign problems. 

George disclosed the invita- 
tion yesterday in an interview 
in which he indorsed proposals 
by Senator Mansfield (Dem.), 
Montana, and others for a for- 
eign policy review. 

George told reporters 


he 


didn’t believe ‘any fundamental | 
policies” would be uprooted but 
that some sectors of the foreign | 


policy situation “need a more 
complete review than they have 
ever been given by Congress.” 

Senator Kefauver (‘Dem.) of 
Tennessee said in a speech in 
Boston today the [Pnited States 
has been placed in a position 
where “the trump cards” of its 
diplomacy “are all threats of 
atomic war.” 

He told the New England 
Weekly Press Association that 
with a “few more blunders” like 
his “brink of war” interview, 
“Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles will have outlived his 
usefulness.” 

Kefauver referred to a Life 
magazine article in which state- 
ments attributed to Dulles—and 
verified by him in substance— 
have aroused criticism from 
Democrats and from abroad. 


Dangerous Road to Peace. 


Kefauver, a candidate for the | 


Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation, said he does not doubt 


Dulles wants peace, but that “‘it | 


only seems to me that he takes 
the most dangerous means of 
achieving it.” 

“He says that he carried us 
three times to the brink of war 
and artfully brought us back 
again,” Kefauver said. 

“Secretary of Defense Wilson, 
during all this period, does not 
appear to have moved up to the 
brink of war. There is no evi- 
dence that the armed forces 
were ready for any final engulf- 
ing war. The people of the 
United States were not prepared 

for a war.” 

“There. are now enough 
bombs on both sides to blow to 
dust every target of any mili- 
tary significance in the whole 
world,” Kefauver continued. “It 
is not a time for boyish games 
and fanciful illusions.” 

Mansfield, a Foreign Rela- 
tions committeeman, told the 
Senate yesterday the country 
has been living “on borrowed 
time” without a single new ma- 
_jor approach to international 
problems in the last three years. 
He criticized what he called 
Dulles’s “diplomacy of the 
brink.” 

Senator Saltonstall of Massa- 
chusetts, the acting Republican 
leader, denied the Administra- 
tion had ever “abdicated or 
evaded its leadership,” as Mans- 

field charged.

The International Co-opera- 
tion Administration said yester- 
day the industry-management | 
specialists, who work for Ebas- 
co Services Inc., will confer 
with President Syngman Rhee 
survey specific projects 
for possible inclusion in a pro- 
jected four-year development 


| program expected to cost $120.- 


000,000. 

An ICA _ spokesman said 
Ebasco and three other New 
York enginerring-management 
firms associated with it were 
selected as “best qualified” of 
30 firms which he said were 
considered to handle the survey 
project. 

Fee of 1 Per Cent. 

ICA plans to consider the 
recommendations of this group, 
and a tentative agreement pro- 
vides that Ebasco and its asso- 
ciates would be paid a fee of 
1 per cent of all construction 
contracts awarded as a result. 


The total fee could veach 
$1,200,000 if Congress appro- 
priates the full amount pro- 


posed, and if it is all spent on 


| projects the group recommends. 


The Ebasco group would not 
do any of the actual building. 
It would function as supervis- 
ing architect, overseeing en- 
gineering, construction and 
other operations in connection 
with the development program. 
Further, the Ebasco group 
would be reimbursed for ex- 
penses and overhead costs and 
would receive an undisclosed 
fee for the survey. Rhee’s ap- 
proval would be required. 

The ICA spokesman said he 
wanted to stress that “no con- 
tract for the future program 
has yet been signed.” The four- 


year program would hinge on 
‘congressional 


appropriations. 

Role in Dixon-Yates Deal. 

The Dixon-Yates utility 
group had planned to employ 
Ebasco services as architect- 
engineer of its proposed power 
plant at West Memphis, Ark. 
The Atomic Enerry Commis- 
sion had negotiated the Dixon- 
Yates contract at President E’'s- 
enhower's direction, but the 
agreement was repudiated by 
the Governn:ent two months 
ago.

HUGHES QUITS, 


Resignation Viewed as 


Effort to Relieve Ad- 
ministration of Politi- 
cal Liability in Elec- 
tion Year. |

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21—The 
resignation of 
Hughes, announced yesterday, 
removes from the Eisenhower | 
Administration one of the chief | 
promoters of the ill-fated Dix- | 


on-Yates contract. 


President Eisenhower, in ac- | 
cepting the budget director's | 
resignation, omitted reference 
to the now-defunct power deal 
but said Hughes should “take 
vast pride” in the two balanced | 
budgets presented last Monday. 

Some Democrats, however, 
have been preparing themselves 
to make full political use of 
Hughes's important part in the 
Dixon-Yates scheme, And, now 
that the Government has can- 
celed the agreement and refuses 
to pay even cancellation charges 
on grounds of a conflict of in- 
terest, there are few in either 
parity who defend the contract 
wholeheartedly. 


Rid of Political Liability. 

Thus, it can be ‘said that 
Hughes resignation is an effort 
to relieve the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration of a political lia- 
bility on the eve of the 1956 
presidential campaign, even 

| though he attributed his action 

to “compelling personal and 
| family reasons.” 

The White House announced 
that Hughes, a New York bank- 
er, will. be succeeded by Perci- 
val F. Brundage, of Montclair, 
N. J., who is now deput’ budget 
director. 

Brundage, a 63-year-old Re- 
publican, is from Long Valley, 
N. J. He is a former president 
of the Americen Institute of 
Accountants. Prior to joining 
the Government in 1954, he was 
senior partner in Price Water- 
house & Co. (a New York ac- 
counting firm), and president of 
the National Bureau of Eco- 
nomic Research. 

Hughes was a central figure 
in the complicated power deal 
from first to last—from the 
first plans, back in 1953, to 
feed private power into the 
lines of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, to his reluctant testi- 
mony last month before a Sen- 
ate investigating committee still 
digging out secret details of the 
scheme. 

Actions by Hughes. 

Documents and sworn testi- 
mony have brought out that 
Hughes: 

1. First suggested the uni- 
que feature of the contract 
which brought in the Atomic 
Energy Commission as con- 
tractor for private power to 
be sold to TVA against the 
wishes of the TVA Board of 
Directors. 

2. Brought Adolphe H. 
Wenzell, a New York invest- 
ment banker, to Washington 
as a special Budget Bureau 
consultant on the contract. 
Wenzell's firm, First Boston 
Corp., later was agent for 
Dixon-Yates in arranging 
$120,000,000 in loans: it was 
this dual role that led to 
AEC’s disavowal of the con- 
tract 

3. Was a principal adviser 
in the matter to the Presi- 
dent, who told a press con- 
ference that “Mr. Wenzell 
was never called in or asked 
a single thing about the 
Dixon-Yates contract” and 
who called Wenzell’s role en- 
tirely “proper” less than a 
week before the presidential 
order canceling the contract. 


A few hours after the 
President had denied Wenzell 
has been “asked a single 
thing about the Dixon-Yates 
contract,” Press Secretary 

| James C. Hagerty issued a 


statement telling of “one” ex- 


ception to the President's 
_ Statement — Wenzell had 
served as “technical” con- 


sultant to the Bureau of the 
Budget from Jan. 14 to April 
3, 1954, but participated in no 
“policy decisions.” 

4. Advised the AEC to 
strike out Wenzell’s name 
wherever it appeared in a 
chronology prepared on 
orders of the President to 
make public all important in- 
formation about the negotia- 
tions. Hughes acknowledged 
this in testimony last month,’ 
explaining that he did not 
consider Wenzell “a very im- 
portant cog in that machine.”

A grand jury investigation 
into the manner in which real 
estate assessments have been 
made in St. Louis county was 
ordered today by Circuit Judge 
Noah Weinstein, who was sharp- 
ly critical of the assessment sit- 
uation. 


In charging the county's new 
grand jury, Judge Weinstein 
Said: 

“It is apparent that assess- 
ments in St. Louis county have 
no common basis in that they 
vary without any relation to 
true value.” 

The judge charged that some 
citizens are “slipping by with 
unconscionally low assessments” 
at the expense of other county 
property owners 

Calls Burden Inconsistent. 

“This apparent gross <iis- 
apportionment of our tax bur- 
den is inconsistent, not only 
with sound principles of gov- 
ernment financing, but also vio- 
lates fundamental tenets of our 
democracy,” he said. 

He declared it was the legal 
duty of Assessor Philip G. Deu- 
ser, whom he did not identify 
by name, to prevent “the impo- 


sition of this illegal burden.” 


The basis for establishing 
assessed values of real estate 
should be the same for all) 
property owners in a district, 
since the tax rate is applied 
uniformly, the judge told the 
grand jury 


Duty of Assessor. 

“It is the sworn duty of the 
assessor to assess all real prop- 
erty at what he believes to be 
the actual cash value,” he said 

“This does not allow for any 
personalized assessments or as- 
sesments of any kind except 
those based on cash value of 
property 

“It is equally obvious that im- 
proper low assessments increase 
the tax burden on the remain- 
ing property owners. 

“Those citizens who are slip- 
ping by with unconscionably 
low assessments are simply

quiry get under way promptly. Senator Kilgore 
of West Virginia is the Judiciary Committee 
chairman and he surely does not want a repeti- 
tion of the stalling that went on in the first ses- 
sion of this Congress when the appointment of 
Justice Harlan was kicked around.

Travel a short distance downstream 
and you see what Mr. Dale means. East 
St. Louis and other communities often 
complain of foul odors and tastes in 
their drinking water. Fish caught in the 
area have a bad taste 

Downstream a little farther, near St 
Louis, an inky black pool is formed by 
the discharge from a gaping sewer. On 
the water farther from shore is a heav- 
ing white scum. Oj! slicks, grease. phe 
nol, ground garbage, raw sewage and a 
heavy load of silt from upstream pol- 
lute the Mississippi. 

In the 35-mile stretch of the river 
from a point above Wood River to south 
St. Louis, some 200 municipal and in- 
dustry sewers empty. Many of the 
wastes are treated before they are dis 
charged but pollution persists. About 
75 per cent of the pollution comes from 
industrial plants.

000,000 of sewage treatment plant build 
ing. But United States Public Health 
ofticers figure cities will have to spend 
at least $250,000.000 a year because of 
population increases and obsolescence of 
existing plants, just to prevent pollution 
from growing worse 

Many treatment facilities give onlv 
primary treatment, which means they 
eliminate only 35 per cent or less of 
the polluting wastes. 

A total of 31 states now have specific 
laws regulating pollution. The remain- 
ing states have at least some pollution 
control authority, although in nine 
states it is limited to general powers to 
guard public health. 


Influence Beyond the Classroom 
From The Kansas City Times 


Missouri lost one of its great agricul- 
tural leaders with the death of Dr. W. 
C. Etheridge, who had recently retired 
as head of the field crops department 
of the University of Missouri. 

Dr. Etheridge was an educator who 
put emphasis on practicality, a quality 
which eminently fitted him for service 
to farmers and farm students alike. Just 
recently published is the fifth edition 
of “Studies in Field Crops,” a textbook 
written by Dr. Etheridge and used in 
Missouri farm classes. One chapter 
starts out with the specific statement, 
“Hot, dry summer weather is normal in 


Missouri.” Therefore, he tells the young 
student, he should learn how best to 
farm under such conditions. And the 
field crops department of the university 
under his direction had developed a pro- 
gram to meet the adversities of dry 
weather. 

Dr. Etheridge also served the univer. 
sity well in its relations with other 
agencies, the State Legislature and Con- 
gress. The services performed for the 
public by Dr. Etheridge in his long ca- 
reer are a fine exaniple of how a 
teacher of ability can extend his in- 
fluence far beyond the classroom.

Tom's wife, Janice, gets her first inkling 


of Tom’s deviation in the following 
bolt-out-of-the-blue, half-asleep, rainy- 
Sunday small talk: 

Janice: “I love you, Thomas For- 


ester.” 

Tom: “I love you, Louise.” 

Tom Forester grapples with the con- 
tradiction created by the polygamous 
nature of man and the monogamous na- 
ture of society. He sees himself be- 
coming one of these “. . . married men, 
hunching grimly along, shoulders bent. 
Saying between their teeth, I have never 
been unfaithful to my wife.” Instead. 
he becomes a man unfaithful to two 
women, forced to make a series of im- 
possible adjustments. The folly of For- 
ester’s ways is made clear. What is 
left in doubt is this: Will such a hus- 
band, once forgiven, consider prece 
dent established? Will the pattern of 
infidelity lead him eventually and in- 
evitably to stray again” 

Douglass Wallop incloses no direc- 
tions for unsnarling his tangled knots. 
Further, he avoids the obvious device 
of labeling Tom Forester “sinful.” Tom 
loves his family, protects his home. 

Wallop’s prose is awesome in sim- 
plicity, basic plain talk and readable 
writing. He does not slow the momen- 
tum of his story for literary gymnastics. 
The reader can foresee most of the 
major story developments before they 
take place. The author inserts occa- 
sional spot jolts to break the pattern, 

here is some fairly common shrub- 
bery in “The Sunken Garden.” but it {s 
well arranged, neatly trimmed and eas- 
ily appreciated.

Bishop Answers That ‘Tour’ 


Council Officers. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP) | 


~Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, said last night 
that Methodist Bishop G. Brom- 


léy Oxnam is going to aid in 
the Australian tour of a Czech 
described by McCarthy as “No. 
1 Communist spokesman in the 
religious world.” 


Bishop Oxnam and McCarthy 
have long been bitter foes. The 
bishop, who declares he 
sirong anti-Communist, has ac- | 
cused McCarthy of spreading “a | 
suffocating fog.” 


Asked in New York to com- 
ment on McCarthy’s statement, 
the bishop said: “It is extremely 
difficult to comment on a re- 
port that is false and ridiculous.” 


‘McCarthy identified the Czech | 
as.Prof. Josef L, Hromadka, and | 
said Hromadka ‘plans to lecture 
in Australia in 
weeks, with the tour to be cli-| 
maxed by a rally at Sydney | 
Feb. 5. 

McCarthy said in a Senate | 
floor speech Hromadka was de- 
nounced in the Australian press | 
when he visited the country in | 
1954, but this year “decfded to | 
surround his tour with an aura 
of respectability.” 

“A team of Western church- 
men therefore decided to ac- 
company him on his tour,” he 
said. 

“The most notable figure in 
the Hromadka entourage is 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, Ox- 
nam and the rest of the ‘re- 
spectable’ teams will meet Hro- 
madka in Australia and co- 
ordinate their activities with 
his. 

“According to the present 
plan, the climax of the Hro- 
madka tour will be a huge ex- 


travaganza in Sydney at which | 


Hromadka will be the featured 


speaker. Oxnam will appear on | 


the platform and give a speech. 


This will give the impression | 


that American Christians sup- 
port this Communist spokes- 
man.” 

Lishop Oxnam told a reporter 
in New York: 

“The facts are that the exec- 
vtive committee of the World 
Council of Churches is to meet 
in Sydney on Feb. 6. The World 
Council is composed of 167 
churches from 48 nations with 
a membership of approximately 
~90,000,000 persons. 

“We shall be entertained by 
the Archbishop of Sydney, re- 


ceived by the Prime Minister 


and his cabinet and participate 
in important religious meetings 
in the major centers of Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. 

“This is not a Hromadka tour, 
nor are any of us in his entou- 
rage, This information comes 
from a little, dissident group 
that is in no sense representa- 


tive of the major denominations 


of the nation. 

“Hromadka is a member of 
the exccutive committee, repre- 
s°nting one of the churches of 
Czechoslovakia.”

This letter is in reply to your re- 
cent editorial in which you con 
demned Virginia for the affirmative 
vote in the Jan. 9 referendum 
Il am a Virginian, both by 
and by heritage I believe | can 
speak for the majority of my fel- 
low citizens in saying that you have 
failed to understand the purpose of 
the referendum, and that you have 
misinterpreted the result pf the vote. 
For a variety of reasons, largely 
environmental, the average Southern 
Negro student has a lower level of 
intellectual achievement than that 
of the average Southern white stu- 
dent. This is not to say that the 
Negro is inherently inferior 


Now, coupled with the proposed 
{influx of Negro students with a 
lower average degree of intellectual 
achievement, is the probability that 
many of the white students of higher 
caliber, and of families higher up in 
the economic and social strata, will 
be withdrawn from _ integrated 
schools by their parents, who will 
then enroll them in private schools 
in order that their education will not 
suffer impairment 

Thus, we have attrition of educa- 
tional standards from both bottom 
and top, leaving those in the middle, 
white and Negro alike, to wallow in 
the slough of educational mediocrity. 
Educational standards in the South 
are not extraordinarily high as the 
situation stands now.

An Opportunity Lost 


President Eisenhower's long-awaited press con- 
ference was a decided disappointment. 

Here was an opportunity for the President to 
reaffirm the peaceful policies of his Administra- 
tion in words so strong and so reassuring as to 
overcome much of the damage done by John 
Foster Dulles in the latest of that confused dip- 
lJomat’'s international indiscretions. 

Here was an opportunity, not necessarily to do 
fhe politically difficult and embarrassing thing 
of spanking Secretary Dulles publicly. but to 
make it plain that the Fisenhower policy is not 
deliberately to skirt the edge of war in some 
reckless practice of “the art of diplomacy.” 

What the President needed most to do was to 
return positively and firmly to his Geneva theme. 
Perhaps he sought to do so at one or two places 
in the conference, as when he said that his 
peace program is based on “decency and justice 
and right.” But the thought was not effectively 
put forward as the President has been able to 
do or other notable occasions, as for example. 
when he said “there is no alternative to peace.” 

The reason for this failure is obvious. Mr. 
Fisenhower was very much on the defensive. His 
Secretary of State was under fire at home and 
abroad. An assertion about the unanimity of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff in his 1954 State of the 
Union message to Congress was under attack, in 
effect, by one of the nation’s most respected 
soldiers, Gen. Ridgway. retired Chief of Staff 
and Mr. Eisenhower's successor at SHAPE. 

. > * 

The correspondents naturally asked the Pres!- 
dent to pick up these hot potatoes. In so far as 
he touched them, it was gingerly and he was 
quick to put them down. He had not read the 
Life article and he did not want to be drawn 
into the controvers: There might have been 
some unfortunate words. Mr. Dulles was the best 
Secretary of State he has ever known. And, 
moreover, matters concerning atomic bomb deei- 
sions are for the National Security Council and 
not to be discussed loosely. 

The President is quite right in saying that vi- 
tal defense issues are for serious discussion and 
determination in the National Security Council. 
There is no argument on that. Also we can agree 
with Mr. Eisenhower that it would be improper 
for him to say that a Communist attack on Que- 
mov and the Matsu islands would be taken in 
Washington as an attack on Formosa. But then 
it surely is equally iniproper for Secretary 
Dulles in an authorized interview in Life maga- 
zine to give the impression that the President 
would so regard an assault on the coastal islands, 

As for the serious criticism raised by Gen. 
Ridgway, the President referred the correspond- 
ents to Defense Secretary Wilson and Adm. Rad- 
ford, chairman of the Joint Chiefs. Actually they 
had already heard Secretary Wilson's words of 
confirmation of Gen. Ridgway. What they wanted 
was reconciliation—or at least explanation— 
from the Chief Executive who after all read the 
message to Congress 

If the Administration is not going to reassure 
the country that the Joint Chiefs of Staff work 
as the law intended, then there is all the more 
reason for Congress to go into the procedure 
thoroughly. Concerning the Ridgway accusation 
that pressure was brought in the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff to achieve conformity to a “preconceived 
political-military ‘party line,’ Mr. Eisenhower 
said emphatically he has never made a military 
decision “out of deference to internal politics.” 

What is under questidn here, however, is how 
policies are worked out among the Joint Chiefs. 
The country needs to know that “internal poli- 


tics’ has nothing to do with their decisions and 
recommendations—and “unanimity.” 
' * . - 


We may credit the President with sincerity on 
the question of running again. He says he has 
not decided what to do and is still waiting on 
later health reports. Meantime he has no objec- 
tion to having his name in presidential primar- 
ies. Indeed he hopes that every citizen will have 
the widest possible choice in expressing his own 
preference. Even if this last thought is an invita- 
tion to Senator Knowland and other G.O.P. hope- 
fuls to file, the statement as a whole has the ef- 
fect of continuing the White House in control of 
the succession situation. 

One of the difficulties of conducting the presi- 
dency on its present basis was brought out when 
the President was asked about the recommenda- 
tion of Premier Bulganin that another “summit” 
conference might be fruitful. Although the sug- 
gestion was made three weeks ago, Mr. Eisen- 
hower replied frankly: “That is one I missed. I 
haven't heard that one yet." The inadequacy of 
the President's information is a serious problem. 

Whatever else this press conference should 
tell Mr. Eisenhower, it should tell him he must 
again find the way to speak effectively to 
the millions of people who were so moved by 
him at Geneva. The responsibility for that, as 
indeed, all final responsibility In the Administra- 
tion, is his for as.long as he is President.

The State Tax Commission is entitled to con- 
gratulations for moving right ahead with its job 
of requiring counties to equalize their real estate 
ta< assessments. Notices have been mailed to 
63 counties ordering them to bring their assess- 
ments this year up to 30 per cent of sale value. 

Last year 25 counties voluntarily complied 
with this standard and 26 others including St. 
Louis county were compelled to do so. The St. 
Louis county experience should be enough to 
convince others that resistance and procrastina- 
tion do not pay. 

With 63 more counties brought into line this 
year, the equalization job should be substan- 
tially complete, so that a dollar in property tax 
levy will represent substantially the same 
amount of tax collected in every county. This 
means a more nearly equal local contribution 
to the support of schoolf, and'a fairer apportion- 
ment of state aid as a result. 

The 63 counties now to be equalized include 
Jackson county, whose government is solidly ig

Rebuke But No Settlement 

Israel has been unanimously’ condemned by 
the 11 members of the United Nations Security 
Council for the Dec. 11 raid on Svria in which 
56 Syrians and six Israelis were killed 

The vote should be of some help in quieting 
the Middle Fast—espercially since the Security 
Council rejected Russia's demand for compensa- 
tion by Israel! to Syria, a stipulation which would 
have made it much easier to attack the rebuke 
as pro-Arab politicking 

As a matter of fact, the resolution had some 
effect even before it was adopted. Undoubtedly 
Ben-Gurion had it in mind when he went befor 
the Israeli parliament to acknowledge his re- 
sponsibility for the incident and to reject pre- 
ventive war. It is disturbing, however, that 
only his prestige as the strong leader in the 
conflict enabled him to make the latter point 

Even his own Mapai party was sharply divided 
on preventive war. Several speakers warned 
him that he would regret the decision within 
six months. Had Ben-Gurion advocated war, 
he would have had sweeping support, accord- 
ing to The New York Times Jerusalem cor- 
respondent, since most Israelis believe the Arabs 
will not refrain from attack once they consider 
themselves ready. 

This threat of a rew Middle Eastern outbreak 
fs all the more serious since the Russians now 
are playing an active pro-Arab game. This is 
bringing Prime Minister Eden and Foreign Sec- 
retary Selwyn Lloyd to Washington. The State 
Department, properly enough, has been trying 
to. be objective, ready to support a rebuke to any 
violator of the truce. It is a question, however, 
whether such a judicial attitude is an adequate 
substitute for a more direct polic; 

Not only oil but also the military arrange- 
ments of the Western aliiance in the area give 
us so direct an interest in the developing situa 
tion that more active efforts to achieve a settle- 
ment seem to be indicated.

Driving on 66 

Remarkable progress has been made in a vear 
toward dual laning the major highway serving 
St. Louis—U.S. 66. It is now possible to drive 
from Chicago to within about 25 miles of St. 
Louis on four-lane pavement, most of it divided 
highway. That is, at least 270 miles have been 
brought to new standards of comfort and safety 
and the remainder soon will be. 

Meanwhile, Missouri's share of 66 to the 
southwest is now dual lane almost to Lebanon, 
or some 140 miles. There is still some danger- 
ous three-lane pavement just outside St. Louis 
but these gaps are also being turned into div- 
ided highway. 

While Illinois has its troubles with toll road 
plans, and Missouri faces a debate on toll roads, 


motorists using Route 66 nowadays might con- 
sider that old song, “The Best Things in’ Life 
Are Free.”

The Premise That Isn't There 

TVA's recommended appropriation in the 1957 
budget is pinched enough on any account, but, 
perhaps more serious still, it is predicated on a 
condition that does not exist. It is predicated on 
the agency's raising the money for new electric- 
power installations from the sale of revenue 
bonds, although TVA is still waiting for Con- 
gress to grant it authority to issue those bonds 

The question of giving TVA authority to 
finance its further power installations with reve- 
nue bonds has been up in Congress for some 
time. A presumption that the agency would be 
enabled by Congress to seek alternate means of 
financing underlay the 1956 budget cut of 77 
per cent from 1955 as it now underlies the 1957 
budget cut of 80 per cent from 1956. These are 
cuts deep enough to threaten the sound working 
of the agency unless the alternate means of 
financing are made available promptls 

Meanwhile enemies of public power in Con- 
gress have been busily attempting to surround 
any TVA bond authorization with so many re- 
strictions that the efficiency of the agency will 
be undermined and the superiority private 
power will thus be “proved.” The hobbling 
of the TVA power operation with insufficient 
financing has now resulted in cutbacks of power 
to the Aluminum Co. of America plant at Mary- 
ville. Tenn., and the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion’s plant at Oak Ridge. A Senate Public 
Works subcommittee is meeting to work out 
legislation permitting TVA to finance itself. 

Unless financial starvation of the TVA power 
system is to do still further mischief in the Ten- 
nessee Valley, the grant of authority to issue 
revenue bonds should be prompt and it should 
be sufficient. Since the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion is responsible for the budget cuts premised 
on the revenue-bond authority, it should in jus- 
tice make itself responsible also for expediting 
the enactment of that authority in a business- 
like—not a punitive—form.

Cart Before the Road 

A quaint attitude toward automobiles that are 
built unfit for the roads they are to travel on is 
expressed by the president of the American 
Road Builders’ Association, John N. Robertson. 
He would rebuild the roads to make them fit for 
the cars. This would add up to a pretty penny 
indeed for the American Road Builders’ Associ- 
ation, but is it the sensible procedure? 

The principal incompatibility between automo- 
bile and highway noted by Mr. Robertson is the 
trend: to cars that are lower and lower slung. 
From these cars drivers are often unable to see 
ahead for a safe distance on roads which tra-

- verse rolling grades instead of affording long 


straightaway views, he says. 

Mr. Robertson is not the first to notice the 
danger in the chariot that swings too low. A 
leading consultant on city planning—and the 
automobile has become a major problem in city 
planning—warned sharply about it only a few 
weeks ago. The drop in car height of three to 
five inches has cut motorists’ vision very decid- 
edly, said Frederick P. Clark, making it difficult 
for drivers to see clearly across intersections. 

Enormous sums of money are going to be re- 
quired in the next 10 to 20 years to build and 
maintain highways across the United States. It 
is going to cost enough, and more than enough, 
without attempting to accommodate the whims 
of some car manufacturers who are more inter- 
ested in having a model look stunning than in 
whether it can safely negotiate the highways and 
streets available to it. 

Nof only in slingiag cars unrealistically low, 


. but in excessive horsepowers and speeds also, 


some automobile manufacturers are inviting 
state legislatures and Congress to apply the 
brake. It would be a great deal better for the 
manufacturers to perform that act of responsi- 
bility themselves.

Congress is faced with deciding what 


to do on highway legislation. It failed 
to take care of this problem last sum- 
mer before adjournment, and now it 


can no longer be ignored nor pushed 
into the background, as the 1954 Fed- 
eral Aid to Highways Act we are now 
operating under is soon to expire. 

Before the Bureau of Public Roads 
can make any future plans it must have 
new authorization from Congress. 

The most important thing the public 
has to worry about concerning this issue 
is whether Congress is going to improve 
on the present act in order to obtain an 
adequate system of roads and highways. 

The real thing to fear now is that with 
a presidential election coming up, Con- 
gress may decide to take the line of 
least resistance and extend the existing 
aid and formulas for another two years. 

This would be merely passing the 
buck to a future Congress to dispose of. 
If this happens, we shall lag further be- 
hind in bringing our highways up to 
meet heavy traffic demands. 

Last summer Congress considered 
three proposals for a stepped-up federal 
aid to highways program. Two were 
defeated outright and the third—the 
Gore bill— is still on the books. This 
bill did not include any financing meth- 
ods Owing to the fact that any tax meas- 
ure must originate in the House. 

The Gore bill passed the Senate but 
no action was taken by the House, as it 
spent all its time bickering over the 
merits of the Administration's bill ver- 
sus the Fallon bill before discarding 
both on the rubbish heap. 


Highway Users Would Pay 


However. there is a possibility that 
all three of these bills could be resur- 
rected but the same fate may still be in 
store for any, or all three 

The Administration's bill proposed 
financing of highways by the issuance 
of revenue bonds outside the national 
debt limit to be paid off in 30 years 


If this method had been adopted, 57 
cents out of every dollar spent on. roads 
would have gone for interest on roads 
that would have been worn out 10 years 
before they were paid for. 

Besides installment financing, the Ad- 
ministration contained another bad fea- 
ture. It placed all emphasis on the 
interstate system, of which Missouri 
has only approximately 1100 miles, and 
neglected all other types of highways, 
such as our major system, supplemen- 
tary roads and urban streets. 

The Fallon bill took into considera- 
tion all types of highways and also in- 
cluded financing provisions. Under 
this proposal additional levies would 
have been imposed on automotive items 
and the gasoline tax would have been 
raised one cent, thus putting the pro- 
gram on a pay-as-you-go basis. 

If this plan had been adopted those 


who use the highways would pay for 
them, and they could be paid for cur- 
rently instead of mortgaging ourselves 
and our children for the next 30 years. 


The Missouri Good Roads Association 
membership approved this bill in prin- 
ciple because it was on a pay-as-you-go 
basis. We found that our citizens are 
for adequate roads and are willing to 
pay for them. 


The motoring public no longer meas- 
ures the cost of using highways in 
terms of dollars and cents, but in terms 
of time saved and driving comfort. Na- 
tionally, the public is willing to pay the 
equivalent of 15 cents tax a gallon on 
gas for the privilege of using toll roads. 

If they were money conscious they 
would use the narrow, crooked, obsolete 
highways on parallel routes rather than 
to pay to ride on a-toll road. 


The business done by toll roads cer- 
tainly indicates that people understand 
that good roads cost the vehicle owner 
less for operational expense than poor 
ones, so they gladly pay more when they 
get their money’s worth. 


California Doubles Its Tax 


Another example is that of California. 
The gas tax rate has been doubled since 
1946 because the people realize the 
extra amount they pay for better roads 
pays dividends in gasoline saved and in 
reduced wear and tear on automobiles 
and human nervous systems. 

Another thing to be taken into con- 
sideration is that some 38,000 lives are 
claimed annually in accidents on out- 
dated highways, not to mention four 
billion dollars lost in such related fac- 
tors as reduced earning power of the 
injured and value of future earnings of 
those who perish. 


The few extra dollars spent a year 
per person in increased taxes to pay 
for good roads is infinitesimal when 
compared with the billions of dollars 
lost forever in personal property dam- 
age, loss of life and higher operating 
cost of motor vehicles. 

With this in mind, it ts ridiculous to 
assume that an individual would refuse 
to consent to increase his road contribu- 
tion by a few dollars when it will be 
paid back with a bonus in time, car op- 
erating costs and possibly life. 

Roads that were suitable yesterday 
are obsolete today. Roads that are ade- 
quate today will not be so tomorrow. 

Somehow or other, we are going to 
get the roads that need to be built and 
Congress might as well face up to it. 

This is a problem that will probably 
be with us indefinitely, as the American 
public is a motoring people: we need 
room to roll in and expand in. 

We foot the bill in the long run any- 
way. So let’s get started with a pro- 
gram that will give us what we need 
and anticipate the needs of the future.

Canned Asparagus 


T was a real triumph in the 
tanned food field when aspar- 
agus became a member of the 
group. Corn and tomatoes were 
among the first vegetables to be

processed successfully, and 
they still retain their popular- 
ity. 

It was a different matter with 
asparagus as the stalks are so 
tender and bruise easily. At 
first, most of the canned predg- 
uce went to restaurants. Served 


with plenty of hollandaise 
sauce, it was one of the most 
expensive items on the menu. 


Now it is a popular item on 
retail grocery shelves. The fla- 
vor is not as delicate as that of 
fresh or frozen asparagus, but 
it is well liked by many per- 
sons. I was amazed to find 
that some people actually pre- 
fer it in this form. 

It is convenient to have on 
hand and lends itself well to 
combination with sauces and 
other foods. Chicken with as- 
paragus and tomato sauce is a 
sample of this. Instead of the 
chicken, thin slices of cooked 
ham may be wrapped around 
several spears and baked with 
sauce. 

The spears can also be used

est honor, the 
Franklin Medal. 
His name is 
Professor Arne 
Tiselius, a de- 


lightful, modest 
scientist who 
was the Swed- 
ish winner of 
the 1948 Nobel 
prize in chemistry. 

At Independence Hall on the 
same day there was also a cere- 
mony that launched an inter- 
esting document, enttiled, “A 
Declaration of Interdepend- 
ence.” This is a small but im- 
pressive pamphlet sponsored by 
the Interdependence Council, 
Inc., which was formed to de- 
velop an increasing sense of 
“interdependence among all 
peoples.” 

Five years of study in many 
countries of the world have 
gone into this document which 
is signed by 1371 persons in 51 
nations. It reaffirms man's de- 
pendence on man without re- 
gard to religion, color or geo- 
graphical boundaries. 

* * * 

IN THE FOREWORD this 
declaration states “people have 
the power to help or harm each 
other. Which shall it be? Na- 
tions can live in peace or die in 
war? Which shall it be? The 
fate of humanity depends on

the feelings of individuals to- 
ward one another.” 

And then it says what I think 
is all important for all of us to 
remember: 


“I am only one. But I am 
one. I cannot do everything 
tut I can do something. What 
I can do I ought to do. What

we could go a long way, and lI 
think that an organization that 
has representatives in 51 na- 
tions trying to live up to this 
creed can have some effect on 
public opinion. 

This is not a political organi- 
vation. It is a people’s organi- 
zation that does not support the 
foreign policy of any country.

ONE OBJECTIVE of the 
declaration is to “develop and 
mainfain mutual trust among 
individuals of goodwill divided 
from one another by national 
frontiers but striving for better 
human relations.” 

It may be possible in time 
for people to think that “su- 
perior individuals, not superior 
force, make a nation respected. 
Such superior individuals can 
attain leadership only if the 
spirit of the Declaration of In- 
dependence is acted upon with 
conviction by a nucleus of con- 
vinced followers. Such persons 
may be few, but they are 
mighty.” 

This organization may be only 
a candle lighted in a world 
which at present seems very 
dark, to those who would like 
to see peace and good will 
established.

Frozen Drain Lines. 


E USED to know a family 
W wno never washed dishes 
or took baths in the winter 
because all the drain lines in 
the house used to freeze up a 
couple of weeks after Thanks- 
giving. They got pretty used 
to getting along without the 
house drainage system but most 
people find it inconvenient. 
When a drain line freezes up 
on you it’s either because it 
wasn't set far enough under- 
ground or because it was al- 
lowed to run through an un- 
heated area without the benefit 
of insulation. Sometimes you 
can get at the line and insulate 
it now but often you must wait 


a frozen drain line is to use hot 
water. Pouring the hot water 
down the drain isn't too ef- 
fective because much of it gets 
caught in the trap and never 
gets down to the frozen spot. 
It’s better if you remove the 
trap from under the fixture and 
pour the boiling hot water into 
the pipe connected under the 
trap. The same thing holds true 
of chemical drain thawers. 
These chemicals, by the way, 
are okay to use to thaw out a 
drain line but should never be 
used on fresh water lines. 
Many drain lines freeze up 
because there is a partial stop- 
page in the line which allows 
water to be held in the line

The mere fact that North 
overcalled the heart bid with a 
jump to two no-trump gave 

outh full justification for his 
own leap to the slam. Inci- 
dentally, North stretched a little 
in making that two-no-trump 
bid, but that had no bearing on 
the contract itself, which was 
excellent. 

West opened the king of 
hearts, and after putting up the 
ace, declarer studied the situa- 


tion and saw that he would 
have 12 tricks if he could 
finesse successfully in either 


spades or clubs. That looked 
like a pretty good chance, so 
he drew two rounds of trumps, 
cashed the king of clubs, and 
then took the finesse to the 
club jack. But he was out of 
luck. East took the club trick, 
and when he returned a spade, 
South’s queen lost to West's 
king. 

Normally, it is very bad luck 
to lose two out of two finesses, 
but the fact that West had 
made the vulnerable overcall 
of the opening bid changed mat- 
ters radically and should have 
changed the normal line of 
plav. Two points were highly 
presumable: that West had at 
least five hearts for his over- 
call, and that he also had the 
king of spades, whether or not 
he happened to have the club 
queen. Acting on this reason- 
able conclusion, South should 
have ignored the club situation, 
at least temporarily, to maneu- 
ver as follows: 

Win the opening 
ruff a heart. Lead a trump to 
the table and ruff another 
heart. Run off all the rest of 
the trumps, carefully keeping 
the last low heart in dummy. 
Then, still assuming that West 
would have to keep the high 
heart and the guarded spade 
king, cash the king and ace of 
clubs and throw West in with 
the heart, making him return 
a spade up to the major tenace.
